4,000 MOTORS DAILY 


Marvellous Repalr System That Saved 

Roads For Verdun and Fortrese 

For France—Unending Chain 

Describing the endless procession 
of four thousand automobiles that car- 
tied supplies to. Verdun from. thirty 
miles away a correspondent since nar- 
rates: No road -in the world could 
have sustained this chain of heavy 
traffic without constant repairs, and 
here again French genius solved the 
problem. A stone was found for ma- 
cadamizing the road sufficiently soft 
as to be crushed under the wheels of 
the autos themselves without the need 
of the roller. This stone was distri- 
buted along both sides of the roadway 
for the entire thirty miles, as were 
also gangs of road repairers. 

The instant a hole or worn place ap- 
peared, a workman-rushed in between 
two automobiles. and . dePosited ‘a 
shovel full‘ of the soft stone on the 
spot. He leaped back in time to per- 
mit the approaching auto to pass over 
it, crushing it. into. the road bed, and 
as,this auto cleared’ it a second man 
leaped in between it and the next 
machine with another shovel full of 
stone, this. continuing till the weaken- 
i ae was again perfectly macadam:

Walter Reginald Baker, who was 
born in Yorkshire, England, in 1852,

-&gent of the Canada Central Railway 
at Ottawa, This railway, which was 
absorbed by the C. P, R.in 1881, had 
been incorporated in 1361 to build a 
railway from Lake Huron to Ottawa, 
via. Pembroke and Arnprior, and 
from Ottawa to Montreal. A further 
connection with the-idea of a trans- 
continental railway occurs {n his ap- 
pointment in the same year as joint 
secretary with M. de Bellefeuille of 
the original Canadian. Pacific Rall- 
way Company, the charter of which 
reverted to the Canadian Govern- 
ment. Mr. Baker,*however, tempor- 
erily left railway life in 1874 to be- 
‘come A.D.C. and- private secretary to 
the Marquis of Dufferin, Governor- 
‘General of Canada.

GERMANY PREPARED 


Even Schools Were. Made For Con- 
version Into Hospitals 

It.is significant that all the schools 
built between 1911-and 1914 were so 
arranged, not only in Germany but 
throughout Austria, that they. could- 
be turned into hospitals .with--hardly 
any alterations. For this purpose 
temporary partitions divided portions 
of the buildings ‘and an_ unusually 
large supply of water’ was laid on. 
Special entrances for- ambulances 
were already in existence, baths had 
already been fitted in the wounded 
reception rooms, and in many cases 
sterilizing sheds were already instail)- 
ed. .The walls were made of a ma- 
terial that could be quickly’ white- 
washed for the extermination of 
germs.
